Carried as a Captive Inside Port 
Arthur He Has an Opportunity to 
Observe that the Garrison is Not 
Suffering—Gen. Stoesse! Sets Him

INDIANAPOLIS nd.) June 21.—The 
News today received from Hector Fui- 
ler, its special war correspondent, who 
effected an entrance into Port Arthur, 
where he was imprisoned five days 
and was then ordered from the fort- 
ress, a special cable, dated Chefoo to- 
cay,in which he gives his experiences 
and observations while in the besieged 
fort as follows: 

“After being rowed across from the 
Miatao Islands in en open boat by 
two Chinamen, I succeeded in landing 
at Louisa Bay, ncar Port Arthur, and 
separeted by it by a range of hills. The 
bay was occupied by a Russian flotila of 
fuur torpedo boats, two destroyers and 
two cruisers. I landed at daybreak on 
the morning of June) 10, without de- 
tection. 

“With the full coming of the day, I 
could see that every hilltop near the 
shore was alive with soldiers, busily 
engaged in strengthening the already 
fermidable fortifications which occu- 


stele’ to pass through the Uns

make my way over the Hills to Port 
Arthur. But by keeping down in the 
. arrow valleys, which were free from 
soldiers, I gradually made my way into 
the interior of the peninsula. In this 
way, after a day and night of persis- 
tent. and cautious effort, I at last suc- 
ceeded in reaching Port Arthur. 

“After some hasty observations 
there, the hazard of my position be- 
came so obvious that, the same day, 
Saturday, June 11, I set out on my re- 
turn to the bay. But the good fortune 
which attended me the day before soon 
deserted me. I presently came in sight 
of a large body of Russian infantry, 
when I took refuge in a Chinese vil- 
luge, where I found a hiding place un- 
til the danger was over. 

“I had not proeeeded far from this 
village when I came wupon—a small 
party of sappers. In order to avoid 
them, I made a dash up a hill, only 
to run into another re ent engaged 
in digging 99 Instantly I 
was surroun ted with men. There was 
ro possibility of escape. | 

“The officer in command detailed 
a guard to take me to Pigeon Bay. 
There I was searched. I was stripped 
to the skin and all my garments were 
subjected to the closest scrutiny. My 
money was teken, and all the papers in 
my possession were minutely exam- 
ined, Thereupon I was blindfolded and 
marched to Port Arthur. The route 
taken was over the military road which 
has been recently constructed. In 


Spite of the bandage over my eyes, I 


was able to note that the road is one 
of the most admirable construction, 
along which troops and artillery could 
move easily and rapidly. 

Port Arthur was full of life and 
gatety, quite aut of comparison with 
the stories of distress that had reached 
Chefoo through Japanese sources. In- 
deed, nothing of this sort was ob- 
served. There seemed to be an abun- 
dance of supplies, and fresh supplies 
were coming in from Chinese sources. 
The Japanese blockade has not been ef- 
fective. The harbor entrance had been

had been ,repaired and the 1 
tions are constantly an. made 
stronger. The garrison is larger than 
outside information had led me to sup- 
pose. The troops are in excellent con- 
dition, and the general health condi- 
tions of the city are good. There seemed 
to be no apprehension that the city was 
likely soon to fall. 

“The night I was marched into Port 
Arthur, under guard, the city was un- 
usually lively, as the officers were giv- 
ing a ball. Three officers were detailed 
to examine me, and they made thor- 
ough work of it. After the examin: ation 
was completed, I was lodged in prison. 
The prison is directly opposite Golden 
Hill. From the window of my cell 1 
had a good view of the inner bay and 
could sée distinctly the * bat- 
tleships lying at anchor. 

“In the’ same prison were 0 nfined 
100 Japanese who had been captured 
from the blockading expeditions. Sev- 
eral of these had become insane. I, 
myself, was kept on Russian black 
bread and wheat for three days, then 1 
was permitted by the uoritles to 
such food as I desired, 

“While 1 was in the prison, I was 
subjected to seven different 
tions. The thing that evidently aroused 
the greatest suspicion was the passport 
that had been issued to me at Tokio. 
It is pretty evident that the Russian 
officers more than halt suspected that 
I was a Japanese spy. 

„ demanded the opportunity 
ing Gen. Soesse!l, the commandant at 
Port Arthur, that I might lay my case 
directly before him. At last, ane five 
days in prison, my plea was allowed, 
and I was taken before the commander. 


I made a straightforward statement 
of my purpose in seeking to penetrate 
the Russian lines, and gave a detailed 


account of my trip. At last he Was 
convinced of my good faith. He said: 
‘You Amerk ans must be crazy.’ 

“As the result of this hearing of my 


— 


case, Gen. Stoessel decided that I was 
to be allowed to leave Port Arthur, on 
condition that I promise never to re- 
turn. The promise was promptly forth- 
coming. 

“Thereupon I was again blindfolded 
and taken back, under guard, by the 
direct route to Louisa Bry. Arriving 
there, I was requested to point out the 
e@xact spot at which I made my land- 
ing. Immediately a sentry was placed 
ut that point. 

“I was sent away then in a junk, 
along with a host of Chinese. These 
were the men of an entire village, who 
were being deported because the vil- 
lage had harbored some Japanese. The 
junk was escorted outside the harbor 
by Russian torpedo boats, and then 
was left to make its way alone as best 
it could across the gulf. I was without 
food for og 4 hours, but finally reached 
here, little the worse for my ten days’ 
experience, 

“On the whole, I may say that while 
I was in the hands of the Russians I 
was kindly treated. 

“On the night of June 18, the Japan- 
ese made another attack on Port Ar- 
thur, both by land and by sea. I saw 
distinctly the firing from my cell win- 
dow. When the affair was over, the 
Russian officers returned laughing to 
their quarters, reporting that the en- 
emy had been easilv repulsed.

By Use of Dynamite and Heavy 
Guns Waters Are Made to Give up 
Over a Hundred More Bodies. 
Startling Testimony at lnquest 
Shows Criminal Carelessness. 


(RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

| NEW YORK, June 21.—By the use 
of dynamite and heavy guns fired from 
Second Battery. scores of bodies of 
victims of the Slocum disaster were 
brought up from the bottom around 
the shores near: North Brother Island 
today. From sunrise to sunset, the 
searchers along the beach and in the 
boats gathered in 112 bodies, bringing 
up the number recovered to date to the 
appalling total of 845. Of these, 700 
have been identified, and the missing 
still are approximated at something 
more than 300. 

All through the night, despite a ter- 
rific electric storm that swept over the 
city the searchers held to their work. 
| An alarming result of the developments 
of the last three or four days has been 
that, although more than 200 bodies: 


list of missing has remained almost 
unchanged. Today the list of missing 
continued well in excess of 300. 

Many of the bodies taken from the 
river today were in such a condition 
as to make Identification next to im- 
possible. 

When the Coroner's jury which is in- 
vestigating the disaster resumed its 
Sessions today, Daniel O'Neill, deck 
hand. testified he never saw any fire 
drill on the Slocum, although he had 
been employed on her ever since she 
was put in commission this year. He 
could not recall a new hose, and said 
there were no life-preservers on the 
hurricane deck, He ran to the hose. 
It colled and burst when the water 
pressure reached it. Then he got the 


rubber washing hose, but the coupling. 


would not fit the standpipe: 

Edward Brandow, assistant engineer 
of the Slocum, testified that for use in 
fighting fires they had a donkey en- 
gine for pumping water to the fire 
hose. They never had any other hose 
on the Slocum. There had been no 
fire drills on the boat this year

Nixon urged that the continued in- 
erease in votes given to Territories 
was simply throwing into their hands 
the control of the convention, in the 
event of a close contest. 

“The Democratic convention of 
1896," he added, “was controlled on 
the silver question by the votes of the 
Territories, and to my mind it is high 
time that we cut down the representa- 
tion in the convention, not only to the 
Territories, where no electoral vote 
is registered, but in such States as 
always cast their electoral votes for 
the Democratic ticket. Representation

It was 
and made for business. A heavy 
band was inscribed “Mr. Henry 
C. Payne, Chairman Republican Na- 
tional Committee, 1004.“ 

Mr. Payne expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the gift and at once announced 
that Secretary Elmer Dover of the 
National Committee would read the call 
of the convention. Mr. Dover delegated

a band played on the outside, to some 
extent drowning the voiée of the clerk.

Chairman Payne recognized Gov. Van 
Sant of Minnesota to present the gavel 
used by the presiding officer. It was 
made by the members of the South 
Minneapolis High School and, he said, 
had been used at Republican conven- 
tions in Minneapolis, St. Louis and 
Philadelphia. He asked the chairman 
to use it for this convention, which 
would nominate that fearless, invincible 
leader, Theodore Roosevelt. It was the 
first mention of the President's name in 
the convention and the delegates rose 
ut the sound as one man. Cheers rang 
through the hall and many men sprang 
upon their chairs and waived hats, ban- 
ners and handkerchiefs. After the ap- 
plause had subsided, Chairman Payne, 
in a few words expressed thanks for 
the gavel. 

He then said: Gentlemen of the con- 
vention. The national committee has 
selected for your temporary chairman 
the Hon. Elihu Root of New York. 

There was another shout from the 
convention, which was prolonged when 
Gov. Odell of New York rose to move 
that the action of the national commit- 
tee be approved. [Lone and continued 
applause. } 

Applause greeted Gov. Odell and it 
was some moments before he could put 
his motion. It was at once adopted by 
the convention. Mr. Root was greeted 
with renewed cheers as he advanced 
to the speaker's stand. 
he said,

MR. ROOT’S SPEECH. 
REPUBLICAN POLICIES STATED. 
Mr. Root said in part: 

The responsibility of government 
rests upon the Republican party. The 


complicated machinery through which 


the 80,000,000 people of the United States 


govern themselves, answers to no sin- 


gle will. The composite government 
devised by the framers of the Constitu- 
tion to meet the conditions of national 


‘| life more than a century ago, requires 


the willing codperation of many minds, 
the combination of many independent 
factors, in every forwa step for the 
general welfare. 

The President at Washington with 
his Cabinet, the 90 Senators represent- 
ing 45 sovereign States, the 386 Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, are required to 
reach concurrent action upon a multi- 
tude of questions involving varied and 
conflicting interests and requiring in- 
vestigation, information, discussion 
and reconciliation of views. From all 
our vast territory, with ite varieties or

Plank Agreed Upon Declares for 
“the Cardinal Principles 
of Protection.”

_ CHICAGO, June 2L—The 
tariff plank agreed on by the 
subcommittee declares for the 
cardinal principles of protec- 
tion.“ and, further, that the 
“rate of duty should be the dif- 
ference between the cost of pro- 
duction in the United States 
and abroad. The rates of duty 
should be readjusted only when 
conditions have so changed that 
the public interests demand it. 
All such changes should be 
made by the Republican party.” 

A long paragraph was adopt- 
ed in relation to _ reciprocity, 
after a very exciting and pro- 
tracted contest, by a. bare ma- 
jority. Several votes were taken 
on this subject, and it was re- 
considered two or three times 
Before being finally agreed to. 
It is a deckaration for com- 
mercial reciprocity, which is 
possible only under a protective 
fariff and whenever reciprocity 
arrangements ¢an be perfected 
without injury to any indus- 


The opposition to the _ reci- 


procity plank was led by Mr. 
Blythe of Iowa, Representative 
Dalzell and Senator Hans- 
brough, while Senator Lodge 
and Senator Foraker persisted 
in an effort to secure the’ dec- 
laration. It was urged that 
reciprocity had been indorsed 
by previous platforms, and 
more particularily in the last 
speech of President McKinley 
at Buffalo, and has been fol- 
lowed by the present adminis- 
tration in carrying on the pol- 
fey of the McKinley ad:.,....- 
tration. 

More time was spent on this 
_fasue than on all the remainder 
of the platform, and all oppo- 
nents conserited to agree only 
when it appeared that the fight 
might be taken into the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, and pos- 
sibly before the convention.

“WE REMEMBER HANNA.” 
ROOT EVOKES ENTHUSIASM. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRBESS—P.M.1 

CHICAGO, June 21.—An _ incident 
which is destined to live long after the 
spasmodic demonstrations have been 
forgotten, occurred during Mr. Root's 
tribute to President McKinley. The 
temporary chairman spoke of the late 
President's administration’s progress, 
his gentleness of character and those 
qualities so beloved by the nation and 
in that connection, said feelingly: “And 
with McKinley we remember Hanna.” 

A hush almost oppressive spread 
over the 7000 or more persons present. 
The speaker had paused expectantly. 
Ar he started to resume, the full force 
of the tie stretched between the two 
greatest of recent political heroes went 
home to the delegates. The applause 
started, and in a sympathetic wave 
was carried to every part of the great 
Lall. The din was unlike any that had 
preceded it or that came after. 

An indefinable dignity was attached 
te the demonstration which seemed for- 
elgn to a political gathering. The Fair- 
banks boom for the Vice-Presidency 
flourished unrestricted during the con- 
vention proceedings. Its impetus was 
gained when the Indiana delegation 
entered the Coliseum, and, led by the 
two Senators, Mr. Fairbanks and Mr- 
Beveridge, proceeded down the aisle 
to their seats near the stage. The ova- 
tion given Senator Fairbanks was 
greater than was received by any of 
his distinguished colleagues. Today's 
proceedings afforded no oppoftunity 
for the adavncement of other candi- 
dates. No mention was made of the 
rames of “favorite sons,” whose ambi- 
tions are not taken seriously beyond 
the borders of their own States. The 
applause for Senator Fairbanks ap- 
peared to be general.

RECLAMATION BY IRRIGATION. 

“The reclamation by irrigation of the 
vast arid regions forming the chief 
part of our remaining public domain, 
has been provided for by the national 
reclamation law of June 17, 1903. 
The execution of this law, without 
taxation and by the application of the 
proceeds of public land sales alone, 
through the construction of storage 
reservoirs for water, will make many 
millions of acres of fertile lands avall- 


n for settlement. Over $20,000,000 
f these sources have been already 
received to the credit of the rclamation 


fund. Over thirty-three million acres of 
Public lands in fourteen States and 
Territories have been embraced in the 
sixty-seven projects which have been 
devised and are under examination, and 
on eight of these the work of actual 
construction has begun. 


THE POSTAL SERVICE. 


“The postal service has been extend- 
ed and improved. Its revenues have 
increased from $76,000,000 in 1895 to $95,- 
000,000 in 1899, and $144,000,000 in 1904. 
In dealing with these vast sums, a few 
cases of peculation, trifling in amount 
and by subordinate officers, have oc- 
curred there as they occur in every 
business. Neither fear nor favor, nor 
political or personal influence has 
j;availed to protect the wrongdoers. 
Their acts have been detected, investi- 
| gated, laid bare; they have been dis- 
missed from their places, prosecuted 
icriminally, indicted, many of them 
tried, and many of them convicted. 
The abuses in the carriage of second- 
class matter have been remedied. The 
rural free delivery has been widely ex- 
tended. It is wholly the creation of 
Republican administration. The last 
Democratic Postmaster General de- 
clared it impracticable. The first ad- 
ministration of McKinley proved the 
contrary. At the béginning of the fiscal 
year 1899 there were about two hun- 
dred routes in operation. There are 
now more than twenty-fi thousand 
routes, bringing a daily mall service to 
more thafi 12,000,000 of our people in ru- 
ral communities, enlarging the circula- 
tion of the newspaper and the maga- 
zine, increasing communication, and re- 
lieving the isolation of life on the farm.

902, to prevent the false branding of 
food and dairy products—protect farm- 
ers against fraudulent imitations. The 
Act of February 2nd, 1903, enables the 
Secretary of Agriculture to prevent the 
spread of contagious and infectious dis- 
eases of live stock. Rigid inspection 
has protected our cattle against infec- 
tion from abroad, and has established 
the highest credit for our meat prod- 
ucts in the markets of the world. The 
earth has been searched for weapons 
with which to fight the enemies that 
destroy the growing crops. An insect 
brought from near the Great Wall of 
China has checked the San José scale 
which was destroying our orchards; a

and treasure, to give the island to any 
other power; it required her to maintain 
a government adequate for the protec- 
tion of life and property and liberty, 
and should she fail, it gave us the 
right to intervene for the maintenance 
of such a government. And it gave 
us the right to naval stations upon her 
coast for the protection and defense 
alike of Cuba and the United States. 
“On the 20th of May, 1902, under a 
constitution which embodied these stip- 


ulations, the government and control’ 


of Cuba were surrendered to the Pres- 
ident and Congress elected by her peo- 
ple, atid the American army sailed 
away. The new republic began its ex- 
istence with an administration of Cu- 
bans completely organized in all its 
branches and trained to effective serv- 
ice by American officers. The admin- 
istration of President Palma has been 
wise and efficient. Peace and order 
have prevailed. The people of Cuba are 
prosperous and happy. Her finances 
have been honestly administered, and 
her credit is high. The naval stations 
have been located and bounded at 
Guantanamo and Bahia Honda, and 
are in the possession of our navy. The 
Platt amendment is the sheet anchor 
of Cuban independence and of Cuba 
credit.” 
THE PHILIPPINES. 
“When the last national convention 


met the Philippines also were under

“Throughout the world the diplomacy 
of the present administration has made 
for peace and justice among nations. 
Clear-sighted to perceive and prompt 
to maintain American interests, it has 
been sagacious and simple and direct in 
its methods, and considerate of the 
rights and of the feelings of others. 
Within the month after the last na- 
tional convention met, Secretary Hay’s 
circular note of July 3rd, 1900, to the 
great powers of Europe had declared 
the policy of the United States ‘to seek 
a solution which may bring about per- 
manent safety and peace to China, pre- 
serve China's territorial and adminis- 
trative entity, protect all rights guar- 
anteed to friendly powers by treaty 
and international law, and safeguard 
for the world the principle of equal and 
impartial trade with all parts of the 
Chinese Empire.“ 

“The express adherence of the pow- 
ers of Europe to this declaration was 
secured. The open recognition of the 
rule of right conduct imposed its Um- 
itations upon the conduct of the pow- 
ers in the Orient. It was made the test 
of defensible action. Carefully guarded 
by the wise statesman who had secured 
its acceptance, it brought a moral force 
of recognized value to protect peaceful 
and helpless China from dismember- 
ment and spoliation, and to preserve 
the open door in the Orient for the 
commerce of the world. Under the influ- 
ence of this effective friendship, a new 
commercial treaty with China, pro- 
claimed on the 8th of October last, has 
enlarged our opportunities for trade, 
opened new ports to our commerce, and 
abolished internal duties on goods in 
transit within the empire. There were 
indeed other nations which agreed with 
this policy of American diplomacy, but 
no other nation was free from suspicion 
of selfish aims. None other had won 
confidence in the sincerity of its pur- 
pose, and none other but America 
could render the service which we 
have rendered to humanity in China 
during the past four years. High evi- 
dence of that envia position of our 
country is furnished by the fact that 
when all Europe was in apprehension 
lest the field of war between Russia 
and Japan should so spread as to in- 
volve China's ruin and a universal con- 
flict, it was to the American govern- 
ment that the able and farsighted 
German Emperor appealed, to take the 
lead again in bringing about an agree- 
ment for the limitation of the field of 
action, and the preservation of the ad- 
ministrative entity of China outside of 
Manchuria; and that was accomplished. 


‘ALASKA BOUNDARY. 
“Upon our own continent a dispute 
with Canada over the boundary of 


Alaska had been growing more acute 


for thirty years. A multitude of min- 
ers swift to defend tneir own rights by 
force were locating mining claims 
under the laws of both countries in the 
disputed territory. At any moment a 
fatal affray between Canadian and 
American miners was liable to begin a 
conflict in which all British Colum- 
bia would be arrayed on one side and 
all our Northwest upon the other. 
Agreement was impossible. But the 
Alaskan Boundary Treaty of January 
24, 1903, provided a tribunal for the 
decision of the controversy; and upon 
legal proofs and reasoned argument, an 
«ppeal has been had from prejudice and 
passion to judicial judgment: and un- 
der the lead of a great Chief Justice of 
England, who held the sacred obliga- 
tions of his judicial office above all 
other considerations, the dispute has 
been settled forever and substantially 
in accordance with the American con- 


tention. 

ARBITRATION.

vailing opinion of Europe was incredu- 
lous as to the practical utility of the 
provision, and anticipated a paper tri- 
bunal unsought by litigants. - It was 
the example of the United States which 
set at napght this opinion. The first 
international case taken to The Hague 
Tribunal was under our protocol with 
Mexico of May 1902, submitting 
our contention for the rights of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church in California to 
a share of the church moneys held by 
the Mexican government before the 
cession, a known as the Pious Fund: 
and the first decision of the tribunal 
was an award in our favor upon that 
question. 

“When in 1903 the failure of Venezuela 
to pay her just debts led England, Ger- 
many and Italy to warlike measures 
for the collection of their claims, an 
appeal by Venezuela to our government 
resulted in agreements upon arbitra- 
tion in place of the war, and in a re- 
quest that our President should act as 
arbitrator. Again he promoted the au- 
thority and prestige of The Hague Tri- 
bunal, and was able to lead all the 
powers to submit the crucial questions 
in controversy to the determination of 
that court. It is due greatly to sup- 
port by the American government that 
this agency for peace has disappointed 
the expectations of its detractors, and 
by demonstrations of practical useful- 
pess has begun a career fraught with 
possibilities of incalculable benefit to 
mankind. 

“On the llth of April, 1903. was pro-

more humane rules for the conduct of 
war: and these in substance incorpo- 
rated and gave sanction of the civilized 
world to the rules drafted by Francis 
Lieber and approved by Abraham Lin- 
coln for the conduct of the armies of 
the United States in the field.

“We have advanced the authority of 
the Monroe doctrine. Our adherence 
to the convention which established 
The Hague Tribunal was accepted by 
the other powers, with a formal dec- 
laration that nothing therein contained 
should be construed to imply the relin- 
quishment by the United States of its 
traditional attitude toward purely 
American questions. The armed dem- 
onstration hy the European powers 
against Venezuela was made the oc- 
easion for disclaimers to the United 
States of any intention to seize the 
territory of Venezuela, recognizing in 
‘the most unmistakable way the rights 
of the United States expre in the 
declaration of that traditiong policy. 

ARMY AND NAVY. 

In the mean time, mindful that moral 
powers unsupported by physical 
strength do not always avail against 
selfishness and aggression, we have 
been augmenting the forces which com- 
‘mand respect. We have brought our 
navy to a high state of efficiency and 
have exercised both army and navy in 
the methods of seacoast defense. The 
joint Army and Navy Board has been 
bringing the two services together in 
good understanding and the common 
study of the strategy, the preparation 
and the cotperation which will make 
them effective in time of need. Our 
ships have been exercised in fleet and 
squadron movenignts, have been im- 
proved in marksmanship and mobility, 
and have been constantly tested by 
use. Since the last national convention 
met we have completed and added to 
our navy, 5 battleships, 4 cruisers, 4 
monitors, 34 torpedo destroyers and tor- 
pedo boats; while we have put under 
construction 13 battleships and 13 
cruisers.

for the punch, instead of raw sugar, 
which refuses to dissolve and is not 
economical. 

The camera man was waiting his 
opportunity. and he caught the class 
and their teacher, Miss Barker, just as 
they were busily engaged in stirring 
this syrup. The flashlight made e noise 
ike the explosion of dynamite. in 
rushed the janitor to the — gn —— 
amid it all the self-possessed 
cooks did not forget, like King Aitred.

Such a jingle of tins and saucepans, 
on the porcelain topped table that sup- 
ports the small gas stove! Such an 
important measurmg of sugar, even 
tublespoons, if you please! and out 
came tiny chopping boards, and the 
strawberries that were to go in the 
punch were carefully sliced to just 
the right sized pieces. Bananas were 
sliced and bright red cherries were 
repped in whole, and when the whole 
process was completed and the deli- 
cious punch put ito the glasses the 
thiraty cooks were refreshed with the 
fruit of their labors.

they will insist upon, and the husbands 
G? the future in this city will be obliged 
te supply, and that is kitchens that 
will compare in beauty and conveni- 
ence with the domestic science labora- 
tories that the Board of Education 
furnishes these embryo cooks in their 
most impressionable years. 

But this particular class has done 
many things besides making fruit 
tunch;: that is only one of the frills; 
s, to speak. A short time ago these 
small maids carried home tiny loaves 
cf bread, you might have made a mis- 
‘take and callec them rolls if you were 
stupid and did not know any better. 
These loaves of bread of which the 
families of the small girls partook were 
scientifically prepared, from the study 
of the yeast plant and its growth to 
the final baking of the perfect loaf. 
Who shall say that this knowledge 
does not go ahead of Latin? 

If the mothers of these promising 
cooks are not very particular how they 
make their tea or coffee, some sharp- 
eyed daughter is apt to give her the 
benefit of the lessons that she has had 
upon the subject. She has experiment- 
ed with the boiling of water, and she 
knows how important it is to make 
the tea with water that has just come 
to a boil. She has even made tea three 
ways at school, with water that has 
bailed too long; she has allowed the 
tea to steep too long, and then she has 
made it just the right way, and she 
knows the difference and has grown 
auite particular about these all-impor- 
tant details. 

A child’s study circle had a meeting 
at one of the schools not long ago. The 
elders were making tea to be served 
to the mothers of the circle, and two 
little giris of 12 years had been detailed 
to hand around the cheering cup. They

ASSING OF 
SEWER KING. 


DANIEL CREED, CITY’S FAITHFUL 
SERVANT, DEAD. 

Administrations Came and Went, 
but Mr. Creed O Kd“ All the 
Sewers—Stuck to His Post Till 
Death Took Him Away—Rare Old 
Man. 


The honest old Irishman who spent 
twenty years faithfully serving his city 
bv climbing down into the Los Angeles 
sewer holes, is dead. 

The city has had some expensive en- 
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gineers on the official staff. but not a 
fewer was ever accepted in Los An- 
geles until Daniel Creed had crawled 
down and had a look. | 

He was one of the delightful old 
characters who helped give the town 
a flavor of its own; they are all fast 
going now. 

On Monday he had an attack of 
heart trouble, but stuck faithfully at 
his work all day and came home sick 
that night. He died yesterday morning 
at 7 o'clock at his little home at No. 
649 Castelar street. ; 

Creed was a little old man with a 
flowing hite beard. He had the repu- 
tation of being dead square,” and 
saw adriinistrations come and admin- 
istrations go. He stayed on for twenty- 
four years, be they had to nave 
his O. K. before the sewer hole was 


good. 

He was born sixty-nine years ago in 
Cork. The first part of his life gave 
him so much taste of adventure that 
he was content with the humdrum of 
the end. 

When he was a young man, he went 
tc Australia to the mines. At that time 
It was a wild country. He stayed there 
until! one of his brothers was killed by 
the bushmen: then he moved on. 

He went to Sitka, Alaska, to the 
mines and came away again disgusted. 
little dreaming of the Klondike that 
was to come all these years afterward. 

He cume down into California and 
worked in the mines in Truckee and 
Virgina City at the tinfe when Fair 
and Mackay were wWearing red miner 
shirts and handling their picks and 
shovels. 

He finally drifted 3 to Los An- 
geles arriving here in 1877, when it was 
a smali town. In October that year, 
he married a widow named Mrs. Me- 
Guire. They had one child, Hannah 
Creed, who still lives with them. 

Creed has a brother, Jeremiah (Creed. 
a man of some means, in Los Angeies. 

The funeral will take place Thurs- 
day at the little Plaza Church.

Disappearing.

Half M illion Dollars. 


Inside History of Big Feat of 
S trike. Brealing. 


It cost the Santa Fe 8 Com- 
pany $400,000 to beat the striking ma- 
chir/sts, but it beat them. 


is figure is the conservative esti- | 


ute of the weren officers of the 
company. 

In their flat refusal to reinstate any 
of the strikers the final blow has been 
struck by the compapy. The strike ts 
a closed incident, and the result is a 
complete victory for the open shop. 

The disgruntled strikers, vainly beg- 
ging to de returned.“ are gradually 
slipping away from the confines of the 
Santa Fé, and are wandering back to 
umonized cities of the East. The strike 
breakers are finding homes outside the 
shop grounds, protection being no 
longer necessary. The extra guards 
have been dismissed, and at Topeka le- 
gal injunctions have been removed. The 
shops are running  full-handed and 
peace and contentment reign. 

It is estimated that over 1200. em- 
ployés have permanently lost their po- 
sitions with the Santa Fé by partici- 
pating in the strike, and of this num- 
ber very few will find employment in 


the near future, as the supply of me- 


chanics and boiler makers is far In ex- 
cess of the demand, owing to the fact 
that all railroads have been cutting 
down their ists. The loss in wages to 
these men represents many thousands 
of dollars. 

‘As far as loss of business is con- 
cerned we feel that there has been 
none: in fact, we know that we have 
gained by the strike,” said a high of- 
ficer of the Santa Fé yesterday. The 
only passenger business which we have 
lost was a boiler makers’ excursion pic- 
nic out of San Francisco.” he added 
with a hearty laugh. “Illustrating our 
gain of business, a man in San Fran- 
cigeo was on his way down town not 
long ago to buy tickets East over the 
Southern Pacific. As he got off the car 
he ran into one of those sandwich men 
bearing boyccett legends against tbe 
Santa Fé. When he read the sign it 
made him so angry that he rushed to 
our office and bought four round-trip 
tickets, and his family went, East over 
our line. We have done more freight 
business than in any other year in our 
history, and we know that the result 
of the strike has been a better equip- 
ment all the way round.” 


ARMY OF STRIKE BREAKERS. 
The estimated cost of the strike is 


made up of such items as the expense | 


of bringing men out here to take the 
places of the strikers, legal procedure, 
protection, etc. About $3000 men were 
engaged by the Santa Fé to take the 
Places of the strikers. These had to be 
transported from various points in the 
East, were fed on the way out and 
taken care of after their arrival. As 
long as was necessary they were 
housed and protected by guards, and 
even their laundry was done up on the 
shop grounds. | 

Several miles of fence were built 
about the company’s shops and yards, 
but this is considered a good invest- 
ment. The fences are made of very 
heavy timbers, and are ten feet high, 
with three-fodt outriggers of barb wire. 
Patrolmen have been employed both 
inside and outside of the fences dur- 
ing the threatening mood of the strik- 
ers. These men have now been dis- 
charged. 

The demands upon the legal depart- 
ment, and the general offices have 
been very heavy, necessitating the em- 
ployment of additional stenographers 
and clerks, and then night work was 
the rule for many weeks. When it is 
realized that Third Vice-President J. 
W. Kendrick has done nothing since 
January 1 but handle the strike situa- 
tion, the magnitude of the task may be 
appreciated. 

KENDRICK’'S METHODS. 

Kendrick has been the master from 
the sta and his methods were a 
unique parture from all railroad 
customs of the past. When the con- 
ference was held in Chicago he did not 
wait for distorted reports of it to come 
from the committee of the Internation- 
al Association of Machinists, but at 
once submitted to all employés of the 
company, whether belonging to the 
union or not, an analysis of the union's 
rules and regulations, dealing with 
each rule separately and showing con- 
clusively wherein its demands were 
unreasonable.

SANTA BARBARA. | 
BETTER WATER SUPPLY.

SANTA BARBARA, June 21.—The 
City Water Commissioners have taken 
steps toward increasing the available 
water supply for street sprinklire 
and other municipal uses, by letting 
contracts for 9000 feet of four-inch 
pipe to conduct water from the San 
Roque tunnel west of the city. Two 
local @oncerns, the Ott Hardware Com- 
pany and the Boeseke-Dawe Company, 
bid the same amount per foot for the 
pipe and the contract was divided 
equally between the two. The Baker 
Iron Works of€&Los Angeles had a 
lower bid, but the quglity of pipe was 
inferior and could not be delivered 
before July 1. 

LET COURTHOUSE CONTRACT. | 

The Supervisors opened bids yester- 
day for alterations on the Courthouse, 
and let the contract to J. V. Elliott 
of this city. The amount of Elliott's’ 
bid was $19,960, just $20 less than the 
amount appropriated for the purpose. 
E. F. Low, a Los Angeles contractor, 
was the lowest bidder, at $19,900, but 
as the Supervisors reserved the right 
to reject any or all bids, Elliott was 
given the contract, the board consid- 
ering that it was to the best interests 
of the taxpayers to have the work done 
by a local man. F. O. Engstrum of Los 
Angeles was also in the competition, 
his bid being $26,455., There was a dif- 
ference of nearly $14,000 between the 
highest and lowest bids. Work wili 
be commenced near the end of the pres- 
ent month and must be completed in 
four months’ time.

CONVENTION—AND THE

In some respects the thirteenth na- 
tional convention of the Republican 
Party, which began its sessions in 
Chicago yesterday, is one of the most 
remarkable conventions in the history 
of the party. It ie remarkable chiefly 
for the unanimity of sentiment whica 
prevails in favor of the candidate who 
is to be nominated for the first place 
upon the ticket. No other candidate 
than Theodore Roosevelt for President 
is in contemplation, and no other 
pame than his will be brought before 
the convention for this exalted honor. 
That he will be nominated by accla- 
mation, withont the formality of a 
Dallot, is more than probable. This 
in iteelf will be a compliment and a 
pledge of loyal support rarely accorded 
to any candidate for public office. At 
the first Republican National Con- 
vention, in 1856, Fremont was unani- 
* mously nominated for President on 
the first formal ballot. In 1864, Lin- 
coln was unanimously nomineted; 
Grant in 1868, and McKinley wh 1900, 
received a like compliment. With 
these exceptions, nominations for 
President have been made in Repub- 
mean conventions only after contests

The people know, 
moreover; that his splendid initia- 
tive, which sometimes appears like 
rashness, is tempered by wise discre- 
tion and by thoughtful conservatism, 
making him a safe though dashing 
leader. For these reasons they feel 
that no mistake will be made in plac- 
ing him in the Executive office tor 
another term. 
| Senator Charles W. Fairbanks, as 
the nominee for Vice-President, will 
bring undoubted strength to the tick- 
et. His public record is honorable 
and in every sense creditable.

ENATOR BARD AND STATE- 
HOOD FOR ARIZONA. 

There exists in some quarters 
much apprehension on this sub- 
ject. By some the real attitude of the 
Senator on this point is misunder- 
stood; by others it is deliberately 
misrepresented. 

In the first place, Arizona herself is 
opposed — unqualifiedly opposed — to 
joint Statehood. Her people have r 
peatedly declared themselves on this 
point, through popular meetings and 
conventions, in numerous protests and 
resolutions, by the voice of her press, 
and through her officials and other 
persons authorized to speak for her. 
“Separate and independent Statehood, 
or none at all'“ has been her slogan. 
Her position is now as i has been 
in this respect, if the Times under- 
stands the situation. 

This is Senator Bard's attitude also, 
as declared by himself; and he makes 
no public declaration insincerely or 
for the mere sake of personal capital 
or to avert popular clamor. he has 
refused specifically to vote for joint 
Statehood, either tying up Arizona 
with New Mexico or with New Mexico 
and Oxlahoma. And he has said that 
when Arizona is qualified for separate 
Statehood he will vote for der admis- 
sion into the family of States. Her 
own people ask nothing more, nothing 
less. 

Senator Bard is not responsible 
the defeat ot Statehood for Arizona. 
There have been formidable obstacles 
to her success, some of which might 
be found without going beyond her 
own borders. Manv of these obstacle: 
have been encountered in other States 
and Territories and in Congress. Her 
people have not been, and are not 
now, unanimous for statehood. But 
the consumma'ion will come in good 
time; and Senator Bard will do his 
full part to secure that consummation, 
but without abdicating his own judg- 
ment or hie prerogatives as a Senator 
of the United States representing the 
State of California.

HE “DIFFERENT” HERALD. 


Herald suddenly projected itself upon 
an unsuspecting public with an unex- 
pected announcement. 

The occasion is opportune for Th 
Times to make observations. 

Under its new owners the Herald 
appears with a complete change of 
front politically. It is now Demo- 
cratic. Its new-found Democracy is 
of the old style— the faith of the 


The reasons for this change of front 
are set forth in two editorial articles, 
written in plain, vigorous United 


States language. Some of the expres- | 


sions used in at least one of these 
articles have a familiar sound—yes, 
they are familiar, and have appeared 
in the same columns years agone. No 
reader of the Herald in its earlier and 
its more natural life, before it 
broke out of the party of its original 
adoption, can note the postulates and 
premises portentously projected upon 
the populace in yesterday’s issue with- 
out detecting the forceful and pic- 
turesque authorship, or recalling times 
when things were “different.” 

The Herald's statement of the case 
is in particulars somewhat lawyer-like, 
yet not unduly prolix or diffuse, and 
not at all oblique or involved in idea 
orexpression. The language omployed 
is clear, direct and unmistakable, 
as becomes “newspaper English.” 
The paper is henceforth Democratic 
“for keeps,” it declares. It asserts 
further its belief that “this growing 
Southland, drawing to its bosom the 
best representatives of all parts of the 
globe, is justly entitled to at least one 
journalistic exponent of genuine De- 
mocracy; and henceforth the Herald 
shall be a Democratic journal.” 

This is bravely said, as “nobody can 
deny,“ and upon that basis the reborn 
Herald may appeal to its old constit- 
uency with whatever measure of suc- | 
cess it is possible to extract from the 
political situation in a field which has 
been growing steadily more and more 
Republican in sentiment ever since 
the Herald used to mistakeniy con- 
sider its party permanently “on top” 
in Southern California. 


Politically speaking. there is a re- 
mark anent the “mailed fist,” and the 
gage of battle is thrown down by this 
new-born Democratic knight, to be 
picked up by any old rival knight who 
cares or dares.

In spite of their ut- 
most efforts it took nearly three hours 
to disentomb him, and a physician who 
Was in waiting pronounced him dead, 
life evidently having bee nsmothered 
eut within a few minutes after the ac- 
cident occurred.. A Coroner's jury found 
death was due to suffocation caused by 
accidental caving in.

Domenigoni made the interesting 
@tatement that quail and squirrels 
are doing about as much damage to 
grain in Riverside county this year 
as the drought. There ought-to be 
a bounty on quail and on squir- 
rels.“ said he. Instead the quail are 
protected. I know a neighbor of 
mine, who is losing much of his grape 
crop to quail. You can sit in a wheat 
field and the birds. will crowd around 
you by the sackful. They are more 
plentiful this year than ever be/ore 
because there were no late rains to 
wash out their nests. The squirrels 
are even worse. They are becoming’ 
more and more numerous each year. 
They eat through grain fields so that 
it looks as though a, herd of cattle 
had been through. Riverside county 
will have to put a bounty on them 
if farming is to pay.” 

Domenigoni, as one of Riverside's 
heaviest thxpayers, says the county 
is slowly recovering from the ‘Tom 
Hays rule. “The inn saved the 
taxpayers many dollars,“ he said, 
“by its exposé of Hays and other 
grafters.

HOME TELEPHONE SURE. 
It appears that Riverside is to have 
the Home telephone after all, and 
in spite of the fact that the City 
Trustees seemed not inclined to grant 
a franchise. William J. G. Lambert, 
the applicant, has bought a franchise 
granted to H. M. Streeter in 1905, 
which covers practically the same 
ground, and ts worded almost exactly 
the same, as that petitioned for by 
Mr. Lambert. The franchise was 
granted for twenty-five years, and 
has sixteen years yet to run. Mr. 
Lambert announces his intention of 
beginning at once with the work of 
installing the new system, and of ex- 
pending between $100,000 and $200,000 
within the next few months.
